THE U.S. Navy will launch the 
Neptune, the most powerful | 
rocket yet known, sometime in} 
1948, It will be the first com-| 
plete of American 
advance in the international | 
scramble to develop atomic- 
powered ‘space ships, from which | 
the world can either be destroyed | 
or policed. 
This is revealed by Captain! 
Caleb’ B. Laning, U.S. Navy, and 
Lieutenant. Robert A. Heinlein,

ship of Portuguese Admiral Vasco 
da-Gama double the Cape of 
Good Hope and reach Calicut on 
the Malabar coast. In the name 
of the King of Portugal, he and

But by degrees Dutch 
supremacy in trade with India 
proper was in its turn broken | 
by the English. | 
PIONEER ENGLISHMEN 

As early as 1583 four English 
merchants had gone overland to | 
India as mercantile adventurers. 

Then, after the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada in 1598—at a 
time when the Crowns of 
Portugal and Spain were united 

Queen Elizabeth founded the 
English Company’ of Merchants 
“trading into, the East Indies” 
and sent out the first expedition | 


|.of four ships in 1601. Out of this 


enterprise the East India Com- 
pany grew, Its vessels met. and 
defeated the Portuguese in 1612 
and established the first. English 
settlement on the Indian main- 
land. 

During the 17th century the 
trade and influence of the com- 
pany gradually surpassed those 
of the Dutch and were checked 
only by the Mogul Empire. But 
when that Empire decayed from 
within and anarchy supervened, 
the English traders took up arms 
in their own defence and finally 
established themselves in the 
place of the Moguls. Much hard 
fighting and many reverses ac. 
companied this process, parti 
cularly in the wars against the | 
French who held Deccar and 
dominated other -regions, ~The

That decision took Dirksen,-a ~ 
Republican, to Congress and to 
a dominating place on the power- 
ful. House of Representatives 
Appropriations Committee which 
has a yes-or-no voice over all 
government spending—including 
that for foreign aid programs. 

Dirksen now is on his way to 
Europe as chairman of a joint 
House Appropriations-Armed Ser- 
vices Investigating Committee, 
off for a first-hand survey of” 
military and economic. conditions * 
abroad. The committee will re- 
port to Congress upon its return, 

In Dirksen's pocket is a blank 
cheque aimed at insuring ¢o 
operation of United States au- 
thorities overseas and that of 
foreign officials eager for Ameri- 
can financial help. 

It is in the form of an open 
letter of introduction signed by 
Representative John Taber (Rep, 
N.Y.), chairman of the Appropri- + 
ations Committee and the Re- 
publican axe-man for chopping 
down government spending. 

There never has been any lack 
of appreciation among United 
States officials as to Taber's 
powers. And foreign officials 
have become increasingly. aware 
of them. 

WIDE POWER 

Taber and Dirksen generally 
are credited (or blamed) for dic- 
tating the committee's major de- 
cisions. Thus, Dirksen’s mission 
takes on increased significance to 
foreign countries. 

For, under the constitution, all 
money bills must originate in the 
House, But before they reach 
the floor; their form is_ deter 
mined by the Appropriations 
Committee and, even before that, 
by a powerful sub-committee 
upon which both Taber and 
Dirksen sit. 

This means that any financial 
program to carry out the Mar 
shall Plan for Europe’s economie* 
reconstruction will have to get 
an okay from the sub-committee.” 
That is the reason’ Dirksen’s * 
findings are important to future 
foreign policy. 

Dirksen will concentrate pri- 
marily on the’ problems of Ger- 
many because he feels that to 
get the rest of Europe back on 
its feet the German industrial 
machine must be geared to heavy 
but closely supervised produc. 
tion. 

In his five weeks’ survey, he 
plans to go down into the Ruhr 
mines to see what is needed, te. 
get out more coal. He wants to 
find out. how. much more steel 
Germany should be allowed to 
produce, what Germany’s trans- 
portation system lacks, what can 
be done to get fertilizer manu- 
factured by the Germans. 

Before leaving, Dirksen said he 
didn’t plan to confine the inquiry 
to the economic and financial 
aspects of relieving Europe 
alone. ‘He intends after complet-* 
ing his studies in Germany, to 
talk over with other European + 
leaders—-particularly those of the 
left-wing faction of Britain's 
Labor Party — their long-range

Western. World Is 
Complacent, Callous - 


The countries of the western 
world have had so few of the 
troubles that most, .countries 
have had to face that the people 
here do not understand the seri- 
ousness of the problems which | 
others are having to solve.at the | 
present time, Dr. R. Gordon 
Agnew, who for 20 years has | 
served as a missionary to China, | 
told a meeting of the Victoria 
Rotary Club Thursday. 

“In a Yélative  sensé,”" “Dr. | 
Agnew said, “the war meant only | 
prosperity and domimance to a/| 
good percentage of Canadians, 

“I find complacency here al- | 
though I see no reason for it—/j} 
not while the term ‘peace and 
goodwill!’ is not applicable to 
seven-eighths of the world.” 

Dealing with the situation in 
China, the missionary charged 
that the civil war now being 


‘waged could have been prevented 


the United States. 

“The American government 
could very easily have come forth 
in August, 1945, and offered sup- 
plies and assistance to China in 
return forthe establishment of 
a coalition government,” he said. 
“The Chinese would have ac 
cepted these terms. 

“Instead, they have fostered 
war by openly backing one’ side 
with arms, supplies and trans 
portation to fight the other. They 
as to train 40 
divisions of. soldiers.”
